discovered these islands, then cccupiud 
by the fur seal aloiie, and at once'look 
original exclusive possession in the name 
of the Russian Govc-rnmonl and gave to 
them the names they now tear. 


Russian rival fur traders

them until 1790, "when a matter of neces- 
sity for the protection o£ seal life aga nst 
indiscriminate slaughter ;md for pur- 
jiosea oi revenue, they passed under the

pany by virtue of an imperial 
franchise 


granted by Emperor Paul restricting the ;

after their discovery. 


If an accurate statement could be, made 


of !ho number of fur sea! skins taken 
from the date of the discovery to the | 
present ti:u«, it would run np well it:to 
tho millions. 
The Alaska Corrmcrcial 


Company, during the; twenty years' term 
of its lease, put upon tho market 2,0'iO- 
000 skins from this source.

Senator Smnr.cr in the Senate in favor 
of the purchase, and iu tho vast corre- 
spondence from private and the reports 
from cilicial sources which ;;o to make | 
up the information gathered by .Mr. Seiv- i 
ard, then Secretary of State, upon the 
resources of Alaska, this great interest is | 
mentioned and recoutd?,ed.

It is not claimed that any advantage i 


tvas taken of the. Mnglish government in | 
this purchase. It is conceded that. !he| 
negotiations were fairly conducted and 
the purchas? openly and honestly made. 


The treaty when ratified and pro- 


claimed went, into the archives of the na- 
tions of the world. 
The transfer of the 


territory was made at Silka, its capital, 
in October, !Sii7, in the most public 
manner aiv.l w i t h distinguished formal- 
ity between the C'/ar of all the L'.uss:;ts 
as grantor, and the Kepubiie of tins nuiV 
world us gntn'.ee. 


Such an occasion ra-sly occurs in man- 


kind's history. 


The sovereignty of the Vnitod Sta!o-j 


immediately attached to the new terri-' 
tory, and as early as July, IK'.IS. while 
the ]>it>neer» of Hie Alaska Commercial 
Company, llulchinson and Megan, were 
upon the islands of St. Paul and St. 


• George investigating the fr.r-seal interest, 
Congress extended the law? of the United 
States, relating to customs and iiaviga-. 
lion, over all'the mainland, islands. n:id { 
waters wittiin the lines of the new pur- 
chase, and, iieing alive to the importance 
of the newly-acquired fur-seal indiistiy, 
by the fame enactment asserted and took 
dominion of it and provided for its exclu- 
sive control mid protection, and in less 
than a year later declared the islands of 
St. I'.TU! and St. Gsorge a special reser- 
vation for Government purposes, forbid- 
ding any person from landing or remain- 
ing thereon, except by the authority of 
tht; Government itself. 


Now, 
with a f u l l knowledge of all these 


proceedings Groat 
Britain 
remained 


silent, and neither remonstrated against 
the purcliaso or any of its conditions or 
claimed any rights in common witti us 
in and upon the waters embraced within 
its territorial limits. 


Why should not this course on her 


part be construed as.a perfect acquies- 
cence in the transfer of the dominion, 
which sdie has so long recognised as 
rightfully exercised by the government 
of Itu.ssiii0 
She bad consented to the 


Russian dominion until it bad been con- 
firmed in UuflHia. and the right to claim 
the rights and privileges of an open sea, 
if this were an open sea, have been lost 
to her tor ever. Kr.ssia b.ad as much 
right to sell and transfer as to bold and 
maintain. 
The Government 
of 
tho 


United Ttntes has the same right to an ex- 
clusive dominion over this pro|>erty, as 
her grantor, the government of Russia. 
Tbo title passed tons with all its rights 
and im uunilics as it stood under tlio 
KuBsiar. government. 
This being so, 


how can this great, nation, thus entitled 
and thus committed, pull down its flag 
and surrender its property rights to the 
indiscriminate destruction o( England or 
any other nation? To do so would be a 
natiDnal stultification. It aeeuis to me 
that t'ne plain duty of this government is 
to execute the law and protect the prop- 
erty rights which it. has purchased and 
paid for, ar.il to this end police tiie Uohr- 
in-i Sei with whatever force is necessity}- 
to maintain our dominion there, and to 
protect fully the fur seal industry aeainst 
whatever power may attempt to assail or 
interrupt it. 


It seems to me. that the civilized world 


is interested in the continuance of a sov- 
ereignity over this industry, which will 
protect it from immediate destruction 
and perpetuate it for the lusting benefits 
of mankind. 


All that now remains of this -wonder- 


ful animal is preserved and maintained 
from immediate destruction undar the. 
exclusive dominion of Russia, the United j 
Slates, and Buenos Ayres. 


The removal of this Governmental pro- 


tection would subject at once this rem- 
nant of the seal family to the same 
merciless and indiscriminate slaughter 


which bus already extinguished all seal 
life elsewhere in every sea and upon 
every island where it was once abundant 
and prolilic. and in which slaughter both 
Knglish and American seamen partici- 
pated under tho common rights of an 
"open sea." 


It is to be hoped, therefore, tbat Ibe 


better judiiiwnt of Great Britain will 
prevail in recognizing the right oi Con- 
gress lo restrict the navigation of the 
Behring sea for sealing purposes in the 


i interest of t.he protection of 
a great 


! industry in which the world has a vital 
! and lasting interest, and one over wliich 
the Government of the United States 
exercises a just and well-founded domin- 
ion, to which. The good faith oi the 
English Government was long since 
committed.
